create a template based on design infonnation; 
store the template in a template manager database; 

generate N database instances based on the template and on control information for the N 
instojiees, said control infonnation including configuration control information, said 
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configuration control information identifying N locations corresponding to the N instnnecs, said 
N at least 2;
